Claims 145-180 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Swanson et al. (patent #6,070,094). Swanson et al. discloses a system for mapping the 
heart comprising an ultrasound position sensor (see figure 10 and explained in column, 
14, line 27 -column 15, line 15; items 92 and 94) located at its tip and at least one 
reference catheter having an ultrasonic position sensor located (item 96) at its tip and 
placeable in a fixed position relative to the heart and further wherein a position of the 
mapping catheter is determined relative to the reference catheter. 

As set forth in column , lines Swanson et al. disclose the creation of a map of an 
interior portion of a patient's heart. As seen in the drawing figures nothing prevents the 
reference portion of the system from being utilized in a position interiorly or exterior of 
the heart. 
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As seen in figures 2, 5a, 7, 10, the mapping catheter comprises a multi-headed 
catheter composed of separate heads (items 30) which meet later at point (28). As set 
forth throughout the specification, the mapping catheter is disclosed as including at least 
one electrode (one type of which is disclosed as item 24). The specification of Swanson 
et al. disclose multiple forms of maps throughout the specification. Swanson et al. 
disclose a map based on electrical activity (see the passages beginning column 16, line 
52), impedance (see the passages beginning column 15, line 15), and mechanical 
information (see the passages beginning column 7, line 15 regarding the index of 
catheter element mechanical movement and position).
